reading that I was to be elected, and 
now I can hardly believe th a t it s 
true.” 
L ater the president-elect gave out 
this signed statem ent: 
“The result fills me with the hope 
that the thoughful progressive forces 
of the nation may now at last unite to 
give the country freedom of enterprise 
and private influences, devoted to ju s­ 
tice ami progress. There is absolutely 
nothing for the honest and enlighten­ 
ed business men of the country to 
fear. 
“No man whose business is conduct­

private understandings and secret al­ 
liance a* violate the principle of our 
law and the policy of all wholesome 
com merce and enterprise need fear 
either Interference or em barrassm ent 
from the adm inistration. Our hope and

>ur prosperity a freshness and spirit 
m d a confidence such as it has not 
had In our tim e 
"T he 
responsibilities of the task

My own ambition will be more
